authorized to investigate the feasibility of such a project. The State Engineer
indicated that the maiter would first be cleared through the DîvÍsion of State
Pa rks .

DURBIN DAM, Com missioner Gray ind¡cated that it has been

leakage in the Hinot sewage lagoon. Secretary

Hoísveen stated that Oscar Berg, Executive Vlce President of the North Dakota

ì,tâter Users Associationrhad indîcated that the leakage r^ras caused by a broken
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pîpe. lt vras suggested that a letter be wrÎtten to the City of Mínot stating
that a com¡rlaint has been filed. Secretary Hoîsveen suggested that a letter
be sent to the State Health Department instead. lt was moved by Conmissioner
Gallagher, seconded by CommissÍoner Steinberger and carried that the State
Engineer wríte a letter to the State Health Department, wÎth a carbon copy to
Dr. Victor Corbett, Minot, acguainting the department wíth Hinotrs problem.
Secretary lloisveen stated that he would endeavor to make an on site inspection
of the lagoon probìem.

DRAYToN DA¡l A progress report on the construction of the
Drayton Dam was given by Secretary Hoisveen.

He indicated that the rock work had been renegotiated and that the project
v'ras rapidìy nearing completion.

LEWIS ê CLARK Secretary Hoisveen indicated that a request

Project, fctr assistance Ín instel I ing an i rrigation pump. lt is estimated
that the cost shalì be approximately $41000. lt was moved by Cormissioner
Einar Dahl,, seconded by Conmissioner Steinberger and carried that the
Commission participate in the ínstallation of an irrigation pump on the Leuris
and Clark lrrigation Project on a 50-50 basis with the CormÎssionrs share not
exceed i ng ti2,000.
